AUDITORS’ REPORT 

The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
\ The Honorable Board of School Directors 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In compliance with Sub-Chapter 5, Chapter 51, Title 24, Vermont Statutes 
Annotated, we have examined the records and accounts of the Town School 
District as of June 30, 1982 and the Town General Fund and associated funds 
as of December 31, 1982. 

Your auditors reviewed the accounting controls of the Town T reasurer’s office 
and utilized general accepted auditing procedures as provided by the State of 
Vermont and our findings as to internal control strengths and weaknesses will 
be disclosed to both your boards. We will meet with you at your convenience 
and provide our recommendations as to the improvement of the town’s 
accounting system. This year we will follow up as to material internal control 
accounting weaknesses found during our examination conducted between 
January 4th and February 9th, 1983 as to the corrective action taken by both of 
your boards. 

The Board of Selectmen employed Peter L. Tashman, Certified Public 
Accountant, to examine the accounts and records of the General Fund as of 
December 31, 1981 in compliance with the regulations of the U. S. Office of 
Revenue Sharing. Mr. Tashman’s report was released on December 23, 1982 
and is on file at the town offices. 

It is our opinion that property taxes have been collected in accordance with the 
rates established for the municipal accounts at the March 2, 1982 general 
election and for the School District at the Special Election held on August 28, 
1982. We have tested the disbursements made by the Treasurer and find that 
transactions, as they appear on the Selectmen's and School Directors’ Orders 
are supported by an invoice and a check drawn in the same amount. Verifica- 
tion with citizens regarding their unpaid taxes as of January 1 9, 1 983 was done. 
The Shawmut Bank of Boston was contacted and their records agree with the 
School District's as to the building bond outstanding balance of $80,000. as of 
June 30, 1982. 

We thank the Town Treasurer, the Town Tax Collector, and Frank Marini of 
Computerized Business Services, Inc. for their cooperation, patience, and 
support in assisting us in the examination of the town records.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

Rutland Town voters have been offered many opportunities over the 
twenty-one years I have been Selectman. None, however, has been more 
beneficial to the Town than the Sewer Agreement you are urged to support on 
March 1, 1983. 

In general, the Agreement makes Sewer service available anywhere in the 
Town that we wish to extend the lines. The Agreement also eliminates the 
previous requirement that Rutland City prior-approve each and every new 
connection the Town requests. Now, any industry, business, government or 
resident will be permitted to hook into the system by dealing directly with the 
Town of Rutland. 

There are many advantages to this Agreement and I feel one of the most 
important is the fact that we will be able to build on our industrial and commer- 
cial tax base enabling the Town to maintain a good balance with our residen- 
tial growth. 

Relative to our T own insurance coverage, the Board of Selectmen solicited 
the aid of an Insurance Consultant and were very much pleased with the end 
results. In reviewing and consolidating all of our policies and putting them out 
to competitive bidding, we were able to realize a considerable savings in 
premiums. This new system not only reflects a savings, but brings about a 
much more efficient way of controlling our insurance spending. 

Our Highway Committee has spent much time this past year in an attempt 
to make an efficient department that will serve all our highway needs. Again 
this year, we have stressed going to the use of sand whenever possible to see if 
we could cut down somewhat on our Winter Maintenance spending. One other 
factor that was a cost saving to the Town was that in stockpiling our winter 
sand, we put this operation out to bid and once again were happy with the 
savings. 

The Rutland Town Planning Commission has had a very busy year in 
preparing a draft of our proposed Zoning Regulations. This draft is complete, 
and in the coming year we should be holding public meetings to have imput 
from the Townspeople. 

Once again, our Recreation facilities both at Center Rutland and North- 
wood Park were used extensively. With the many programs offered and our 
efficient staff, I am sure that our Townspeople will have a most enjoyable 
season. 

As usual, our Fire Department has done an exemplary job in serving all of 
us. A sincere 'thank you' is extended to all these men who give so much of their 
time. Our insulating program was continued this past year with the addition of 
insulated doors at both Stations. With the voter approval of a new pumper, this 
unit should be coming on line soon to better serve our growing Town. 

Last, but not least, our Landfill Operation has worked well this past year and 
we are pleased with the reports we receive from the State inspections. We will 
be maintaining the same schedule for the coming year and do hope that our 
Saturday hours fit into your busy schedules.

Funds for this project have been approved by 
Federal, State and Town. 

The Recreation Commission would like to urge all the people in Rutland 
Town to take advantage of the programs and facilities available in the Town. 
Dewey Field has two lighted tennis courts, a playground and a picnic area. 
Northwood Park facilities include two tennis courts, picnic area, Tot-lot and 
Northwood Pool.

RUTLAND REGIONAL COMMISSION 
1982 ANNUAL REPORT TO THE TOWN OF RUTLAND 

The Rutland Region Commission was involved in a variety of activities in our 
region during the past year, including several that affected the T own of Rutland. 

As a public planning and development agency, our governing board is made 
up of representatives of member governments in Rutland County, including 
Edward Hemenway, who represents Rutland Town. For every dollar contributed 
by local communities, we generated an additional $8.64 in state and federal 
funds for programs that benefit the region's people. 

Our program activities fall into the following categories: 

Solid Waste: During 1982 the Rutland Regional Commission continued to 
help the Rutland County Solid Waste District (RCSWD) in efforts to solve the region’s 
solid waste disposal problems. 

Rutland Regional Commission Director John Vihinen, initiator of the 
Resource Recovery Project, continued in his role as Project Director. This year 
he spent extensive time and energy with the RCSWD in negotiating the solid 
waste disposal contract which was overwhelmingly approved by the District's 
voters on November 2, 1 982. The contract provides fora private company, Vicon 
Recovery Systems, to finance, build, and operate a plant which will burn solid 
waste and produce electricity for sale to Central Vermont Public Service 
Corporation. 

Transportation: During 1982, $14,240 in federal funds was secured for design 
and engineering of the Transit Center to be used by Vermont Transit and "the 
bus," the work totaling $23,100 will be done in 1983 and construction should 
be completed by December. A ridesharing program has been introduced 
involving major industries. The RRC prepared legislation to permit creation of 
a Regional T ransit District, in order to cut the costs of organizing and running 
public transit systems. We are updating the Rutland Urban Area Plan to improve 
movement in and through Rutland City. We are also updating the Regional 
Transportation Plan which will recommend appropriate improvements to all 
transportation activities. The Regional Commission has been supporting 
efforts to insure that the region gets its “fair share” of transportation funds. 
Direct management support to “the bus," which serves Rutland Town, was 
also provided. 

Economic Development: Last year's Rutland Region 20/20 Project pointed 
up a need forchange, a re-orientation in the type of industrial site as well as in 
the type of industry to be pursued, and a need for more information on the 
economy. The RRC has been involved in a recently completed “High- 
Technology Industry" study, funded through the Economic Development 
Council of Southwest Vermont, on the locational determinants of "high-tech" 
industry. The Industrial Sites Survey done by the RRC and other groups 
resulted in selection and pre-engineering of six industrial sites in the region. A 
part of this study was to resolve possible conflicts between industrial and 
agricultural land use. Now that these reports are complete, local boards, 
development corporations, and others in a position to implement the recom- 
mendations can begin a “delivery system” for economic development. The 
RRC’s Economic Indicator Series, begun in late 1982, will be helpful in 
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providing data on which to base these efforts. We continue to work with the 
Rutland Industrial Development Corporation (RIDC), the Rutland Regional 
Chamber of Commerce (RRCC), and with other local development groups. 

Local Services: The Commission offers a wide range of services on request 
to local public bodies. We helped several towns during the past year with local 
plans, zoning regulations, flood plain zoning, mapping, economic planning 
and data, research, environmental reviews, population figures, A-95 notices of 
federally-funded projects, information on new state legislation, ambulance 
planning, power line review, and data requests. In spring, 1982 we held four 
workshops to provide training to local officials. We also worked on a sewerage 
contract in the Rutland area, including Rutland Town. 

The Rutland Town Planning Commission has been preparing development 
bylaws for the town, and RRC staff and materials are available to help.

1983 ANNUAL REPORT 
THE BUS COMPANY, INC. 

During the fiscal year 1982 (October 1981 to September 1982) The Bus 
Company, Inc., continued to serve the Rutland Region with public transporta- 
tion. 

Ridership on THE BUS for fiscal 1982 totaled 108,709 passengers. This 
number reflects some of the operational problems experienced by THE BUS 
during the winter season as well as some communities dropping from THE 
BUS for a period of time and then returning to membership. 

The financial condition of THE BUS is quite stable. During fiscal 1 982 THE 
BUS generated $166,135.00 in revenue from thefareboxand various subscrip- 
tion and contract service. This represents an increase of over 12% from fiscal 
year 1981. 

During the fiscal year 1 982 the Board of Commissioners has continued to 
be involved in the development of a Transfer Center in the Rutland City 
Parking Deck. Shortly the architect for the project will be selected and, hope- 
fully, the building will be ready for business in late 1983. Specifications have 
been finalized for new busses and six new busses should be introduced into 
the system during the summer of 1983. Tools have been specified and should 
be in THE BUS'S maintenance facility prior to the arrival of the new busses. 

The most important activity relative to THE BUS was the vote in Sep- 
tember, 1982, in the Towns of Rutland and Proctor and the City of Rutland to 
form a Regional T ransit District. Work has progressed since this vote, and, the 
Marble Valley Regional Transit District should be in operation during the 
Spring of 1983. 

Another important decision of the Board of Commissioners was to begin a 
nationwide search for a new General Manager. For the first time in the history 
of THE BUS we have an experienced transit manager handling the day to day 
operations. Just prior to the end of fiscal 1982, the board hired Mr. Jack 
Wingerter, formerly the Director of Transportation for a Regional Transit 
Authority in Ohio. We expect great things to happen for the future. 

Some goals for the future include buying or building a combined mainte- 
nance, administrative and storage building; purchasing some medium duty 
transit busses; defining the transportation needs of the public and adjusting 
the system to meet these needs; and developing opportunities to expand 
service into areas currently having no public transportation. 

THE BUS is becoming a vital part of the Rutland County community and it 
intends to take this role seriously. We are committed to providing the best 
possible service to any area desiring said service. 

I would like to take this opportunity to commend the employees of THE 
BUS for the excellent effort they have invested in making THE BUSan asset to 
the community. Further, I would like to thank the riding public and the voters of 
the member communities for their continued support.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention of 
illness and the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to the health of the 
public. 

Included in the prevention component are large-scale immunization 
efforts which have virtually eliminated such diseases as whooping cough, 
diptheria, tetanus, and polio. More recently, wide-spread measles immuniza- 
tion has sharply reduced the incidence of this disease in Vermont. During the 
last 12 months, there have been no indigenous cases of measles in the state. 
Another area of concern has been the improvement of the health of mothers 
and children. A result of this effort has been the reduction of the infant 
mortality rate from 120 deaths per 1000 live births in 1900 to 7.9 deaths per 
1 000 live births in 1981 , an all-time low. Improvements in living conditions and 
sanitation accompanied by advances in public health and medicine have made 
this possible. 

In recent years, the scope of concern about environmental hazards has 
been expanded from the prevention of contamination in food and water to 
include chemical waste dumps, disposal of low-level radioactive wastes, 
indoor air pollution, air conditioning cooling towers, and high voltage electric 
transmission. The Health Department responsibility is to evaluate any rela- 
tionship between these hazards and actual or potential health problems and, if 
a relationship is found, to attempt to control or eliminate the hazard. 

Direct services are provided to the public through a system of district field 
offices. Your local district office is in Rutland. During the past year, 17 citizens 
of Rutland Town received services from programs such as: 

EPIDEMIOLOGY — Public health nurses investigate cases and contacts 
of infectious diseases such as tuberculosis, hepatitis, salmonella, 
shigella, measles, and legionellosis. 

MATERNAL AND CHILD HEALTH (MCH) — Public health nurses visit 
pregnant women, new mothers, and children to provide assessment, 
information, and counselling on child health needs, child care, and 
family relationships. 

EARLY PERIODIC SCREENING, DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT 
(EPSDT) — This program provides preventive health and therapeutic 
services to Medicaid children aged 0-21. 

SUDDEN INFANT DEATH SYNDROME (SIDS) - Public Health nurses 
provide counselling and support to families who experience the loss of a 
child to Sudden Infant Death Syndrome or other causes. 

SUPPLEMENTAL FOOD PROGRAM FOR WOMEN. INFANTS AND 
CHILDREN (WIC) — This program provides supplemental foods, health 
and nutrition services, and education to breastfeeding women and 
children up to 5 years of age. 
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IMMUNIZATIONS — Public health nurses provide and administer 
immunization vaccines to prevent communicable diseases. 

PARENT AND EXPECTANT PARENT CLASSES — Public health nurses, 
through individual and group education, help families to prepare for 
birthing and address issues of parentng such as feeding, training, safety, 
and behavior. 

Handicapped Children’s Services provides therapeutic care for children 
who have handicapping conditions for which there is no appropriate private 
care available. Obstacles to care may be geographic or economic, or the 
complexity of the condition may require a team of professionals. 

The Child Development Clinic provides diagnostic services for children 
with possible developmental problems. This is the only facility in the state 
where young children who are suspected of having mental or physical retarda- 
tion can be diagnosed. 

The Dental Division provides several types of service to local communities 
including installing and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected com- 
munity and school water systems; paying for dental treatment of eligible 
children; and examining the teeth of school-aged children. During 1982, 490 
children in your town received dental inspections from Health Department 
hygienists. 

The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention and 
control of illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a variety of 
substances. During 1982, 200 samples were processed for residents of 
Rutland Town. 

Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town Health 
Officer, J. Barry Burke. Please feel free to call him if you need any assistance. 
Town Health Officers receive support from the Health Department. 

We encourage your participation in our programs. Information about all 
Health Department services may be obtained by calling our toll-free number, 
1-800-642-3323, or the Rutland district office, at 773-2411.

The UVM Extension Service is a combined effort of the University of 
Vermont and the US Department of Agriculture to bring educational programs 
to the people of Rutland County. The areas in which programs are conducted 
are agriculture and related areas such as home grounds, home economics and 
nutrition, youth, resource development and energy conservation. Energy out- 
reach advisors are available to conduct energy audits on homes in Rutland 
County providing information on energy conservation measures for 
homeowners. 

Funding: 

Funds for the UVM Extension Service come from three sources. Federal, 
38%; State, 48.9%; and from towns, 13.1%. Town funding is based on the town 
Grand List as compared to the County Grand List. State statutes are the basis 
for town contributions. 

Extension Service Advisory Board: 

A board comprised of 15 people from Rutland County advises the Exten- 
sion agents on programs to be carried out. Members are elected at the UVM 
Extension Service annual meeting held in April. The annual meeting notice is 
published in the Rutland Herald two weeks in advance and is open to the 
public. Current members of the board are: Byron R. Hathaway and Edward 
Hemenway, Rutland Town; Miss Deva Bolgioni, Roy Rotella, and Hugh

There are over 260 RSVP volunteers in Rutland County who in turn volunteer 
their time with over 50 different social agencies. Last year RSVP volunteers 
contributed over 55,000 hours in volunteer service in Rutland County alone. 

There are 6 RSVP volunteers who reside in the Town of Rutland. These 
volunteers are involved with RSVP in the following capacities, 
working directly with the residents at the Rutland Community Correctional 
Center tutoring and acting as an advisor; 
acting as a guardian-ad-litem for minors in the courts; 
helping children at the Rutland Town Elementary School in their classwork; 
helping with food preparation and serving meals at the meal site for the 
elderly; 

and working with RSVP's Service Group, which does bulk mailing and other 
service related activities for nonprofit organizations free of charge.
